"Our wealth has come from two sources. It is due. 


in part, to our great natural resources and in large mea- 
sure to the efficiency of our industrial organization. That 
organization, by utilizing labor-saving devices and other 
inventions and discoverie^has succeeded in keeping wages 
and profits at a high level, and diffusing prosperity among 
a larger number of people than has ever known it before. 


"As a result, America is now the richest nation in the 


world. 
"We have a greater income per capita than any 


other nation. Our standard of living is higher, and we 
are now the leading nation and the world's greatest cred- 
itor. 


"It is organized industry that has brought about the 


present unprecedented development in -this country. 
It 


has made possible a uniform and, therefore, a cheaper pro- 
duction of commodities with distribution and consumption 
of goods over a wide area, so that in America we now 
consider as necessities many things which were luxuries 
to the preceding generation. 


"Both labor and capital are beginning to realize that 


they have a common interest in building up the great in- 
dustries which are sources of wealth for all. and that in 
America, with the opportunities which it offers and the 
constant transition from poverty to wealth, there is no 
place for class antagonisms or class warfare. 


"We have found in this country, that by investing

feared, the Yankees, too, would succumb to the usual "Cali- 
fornia fever" of laziness. 


Read what he wrote one July day in 1835, down in 


San Diego: 
. 
"Such people who inhabit a coxmtry embracing four 


or five hundred miles of sea coast, with several good har- 
bors ; with fine forests in the north; the waters filled 'with 
fish, and the plains covered with thousands of herds of 
cattle; blessed with a climate than which there can be no 
better in the world; free from all manner of disease, 
whether epidemic or endemic; and with a soil in which 


*" corn yields from seventy to eighty fold. ' - 


"In the hands of an enterprising people, what a coun- 


try this might be! we are ready to say. Yet how long 
would a people remain so, in such a country? 


"The Americans (as those from the United States are 


called) and Englishmen, who are fast filling up the prin- 
cipal towns, anft getting the trade into their hands, are 
indeed more industrious and effective than the Spaniards; 
yet their children are brought up Spaniards, in every re- 
spect, and if the 'California fever' (laziness) spares the 
first generation, it always attacks the second." 


Well, what if Richard Henry Dana could see us now!

Boulder Dam and the Ballot Box— 


The Colorado river and Boulder dam enterprise has 


resolved itself into a compelling question which will play 
a very important part in politics of the great southwest 
this coming summer and fall.

Since the whole system of government srests upon the 


ballot box, those states interested in the development work 
of this emmense project are determined that the oppor- 
tunity in the approaching political campaign be improved. 
Slow action in congress, coupled with petty differences 
from time to time, and tedious political parleying over so 
important an issue, show nothing accomplished, while a 
feeling of disgust grows with the adjournment of congress.

Imperials-alley is getting into line and Arizona is 


preparing to carry the fight to the primaries. It will not 
be strange if all the seven states combine in making it a 
political issue. 


The Colorado River commission, headed by Secretary 


Hoover, proposed a pact or uealy between the seven states 
which are interested. This treaty would allocate the waters 
of the Colorado river to be used for irrigation and for the 
development of hydro-electric power to the seven states 
of the Colorado river basin: Wyoming, Utah, Nevada, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Idaho and California. These states, ex- 
cepting Arizona, have ratified the treaty. 
Arizona takes 


the stand that she must control for her own benefit any 
development of the waters within her borders.

Overhead System 


of Irrigation Is 
Being Studied 


Overhead irrigation of citrus fruits 


commands the interest of an increas- 
ing number of growers, states Farm 
Advisor M. B. Bounds. The recent 
joint field tour of growers in Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino counties 
attracted 150, and 75 cars traveled 
in procession from ranch to ran'ch 
in the San Gabriel valley. Both new 
and old installations were visited, 
and growers were enabled to make 
critical observation on the system 
aanil its various applications. 


Growers were well satisfied with 


results of overhead irrigation on 
light soils, and observed that dis- 
tribution of moisture by this method 
excels that obtained by furrowing. 
These observations tally with the 
comments of J. B. Brown, extension 
specialist in irrigation, college of ag- 
riculture, who lectured at several of 
the ranches visited. Field studies by 
Prof. H. A. Wadsworth of the col- 
lege indicate thus far that certain 
limitations arise when the method 
is applied to heavy soils, requiring 
further investigation and study. 


A fact, clearly brought out on the 


tour is that improperly planned in- 
stallations may cause trouble, and 
it was agreed that only competent 
engineers should be employed. A 
close study of individual orchard 
needs, should precede actual instal- 
lation of overhead irrigation equip- 
ment.

These pickings, to- 
gether with the final clean-up which 
may contain a high percentage of 
inferior nuts, should be dried, sacked 
and delivered apart "from the main 
crop. . 


It is recommended that the main 


harvest be rushed and that a suffi- 
cient number of pickers be employed 
to cover the crops at frequent in- 
tervals.
